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DEDICATED 


The  Croydon  Historical  Society  began  a  tradition  of  recognizing  the  oldest  living  Croydon  resident, 
and  presented  Naphtali  Lewis,  at  age  9 1 ,  bom  December  1 4, 1 9 11 ,  with  a  custom  made  walking  cane. 

Mr.  Lewis  purchased  a  home  on  Pine  Hill  overlooking  Rocky  Bound  Pond  in  1 945.  He  and  his 
family  frequented  Croydon  throughout  the  next  39  years,  including  building  another  home  on  the  property 
that  he  would  be  able  to  retire,  and  the  original  left  to  his  children  and  grandchildren.  By  1 984,  now  retired, 
Croydon  became  his  permanent  home. 

A  professor  of  classics  at  CUNY,  in  Manhattan  for  38  years,  Mr.  Lewis  has  written  1 5  published 
books  on  his  favorite  topic,  from  the  two  volume  "History  of  the  Roman  Empfre",  still  used  as  text  book 
material  in  colleges  throughout  the  country  to  "Papyrus  in  Classical  Antiquity".  Mr.  Lewis  has  traveled 
extensively  in  his  studies  of  the  old  world  countries,  and  still  pens  perhaps  another  book  yet  to  be  published.

REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  3 1 ,  2003 

This  year,  as  last  year  was  very  busy  for  the  Croydon  Police  Department,  again  as  is  reflected  in 
the  calls  for  service  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

Time  in  court  has  been  steady,  in  line  with  last  year.  I  still  have  a  1 00%  conviction  rate. 

I  will  be  utilizing  some  grant  moneys  this  year,  in  the  form  of  a  Highway  Safety  Grant,  to 
include  60  hours  of  traffic  enforcement,  obtaining  bicycle  helmets  for  free,  obtaining  a  dash 
mounted  video  camera  for  the  cruiser  and  some  crime  scene/accident  scene  software  for  my 
computer. 

As  you  all  know,  there  were  two  fatal  accidents  in  Croydon  last  year,  one  on  the  O.H.R.  V.  Trail 
and  one  on  Route  10.  I  intend  to  be  conducting  more  motor  vehicle  work  this  year  in  an  attempt 
to  slow  down  traffic  and  reduce  the  number  of  accidents  on  our  highways,  roads  and  trails. 

The  police  cruiser  is  still  in  good  shape.  I  have  added  a  trailer  hitch  to  the  vehicle.  This  will 
make  the  vehicle  more  versatile  in  the  event  I  have  to  get  a  4  wheeler  or  a  snow  machine  to  a 
trail.  It  may  save  the  cruiser  from  having  to  go  into  the  woods. 

The  mileage  on  the  cruiser  is  4991 5  and  I  used  5798  miles  this  year. 

As  far  as  ray  budget  is  concerned,  I  have  under  spent  every  line  item  that  I  presented  last  year.  I 
have  found  myself  having  to  ask  for  a  telephone  for  my  office,  as  the  telephone  that  I  now  use  is 
not  a  designated  line  for  the  police  department  and  I  frequently  have  to  wait  for  the  other  users  to 
clear  the  line  before  I  can  make  or  receive  calls. 

I  would  like  to  ask  the  citizens  to  call  the  police  department  to  report  O.H.R.  V.  violations.  I 
know  these  are  occurring,  but  I  usually  only  get  notified  in  a  "by  the  way"  fashion.

First,  I'll  introduce  myself,  as  I  was  just  appointed  in  April,  2003.  My  name  is 
Steve  Cunningham.  I  am  a  retired  clinical  professor  of  optometry,  clinical 
optometrist,  instructor  for  physicians  assistants  and  currently  an  NRA  firearms 
instructor. 

These  last  few  months  1  have  tried  to  embrace  the  role  of  Health  Officer  and  seek 
out  the  needs  of  our  community.  I  hope  to  have  input  jfrom  the  town  residents  and 
am  always  happy  to  have  you  seek  me  out  for  help  or  to  give  me  input.  (Anyone 
who  needs  to  contact  me  about  personal  issues  can  be  assured  of  complete 
confidentiality.)  Please  feel  free  to  caU  me  at  home:  763-4359  or  email  me  at 
CroydonHealth@hotmaiI.com.  1  also  have  a  website  with  current  health 
information  and  what  I  can  do  for  you  at  www.CroydonHealth.com. 

I  have  done  2  or  3  email  alerts  for  important  events  for  those  residents  that  have 
supplied  me  with  their  email  addresses.  If  you  would  like  to  be  included  on  this 
alert  list,  please  provide  me  your  address.  I  will  keep  it  confidential. 

This  year  included  inspection  of  the  school  and  kindergarten,  daycare  and 
eldercare  inspections,  and  swimming  and  drinking  water  inspections. 

At  present  the  spring  on  Route  10  north  of  the  town  hall  is  closed.  Repeated 
testing  showed  consistent  contamination.  Cleaning  and  disinfecting  the  small 
spring  house  was  not  helpful.  The  springhouse  has  loose-stack  rock  walls  and  a 
dirt  floor.  I  hope  diat  lining  the  entire  structure  with  concrete  will  stop  the 
contamination.  Now  1  am  awaiting  estimates  from  contractors  for  the  work. 
Being  a  small  job,  it  is  not  attiactmg  a  lot  of  interest.  If  anyone  would  like  to  take 
on  the  job  this  spring,  please  contact  me. 

The  state  has  notified  me  that  one  area  of  fuel  contamination  that  was  being 
monitored  at  the  old  ice  cream  factory  site  has  cleared  itself  and  no  longer  requires 
monitoring.  1  was  also  notified  that  the  area  of  the  fuel  tanks  at  the  Coniston 
Store  was  checked  by  the  state  and  no  contamination  was  found.  Good  news! 

Flu  shots  were  provided  by  the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  at  the  Fire  Department 
this  fall.  Residents  taking  advantage  of  this  opportunity  were  few,  especially  in 
hght  of  some  of  the  early  season  deaths  and  the  subsequent  lack  of  vaccine.  I 
encourage  those  at  risk  and  working  with  the  public  to  take  the  flu  shots  next  year. 
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Most  problems  with  the  vaccine  are  urban  myth  and  the  vaccine  does  save  lives.  I 
will  have  notices  on  my  website  and  at  the  town  hall  when  the  shots  are  available 
next  year. 

I  wanted  to  thank  everyone  that  has  assisted  me  with  my  new  duties.  I  would  like 
to  especially  thank  Chief  Ralph  Beard  and  Chief  Richard  Lee  for  help  within  their 
official  positions.  Thanks  should  also  include  Laura  Hooley,  Willis  Ballou,  and 
Al(Bert)  Smith  for  serving  on  a  planning  committee  for  me.

Your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department,  and  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Division 
of  Forests  and  Lands  cooperate  to  reduce  the  risk  of  wildland  fires  in  New  Hampshire.  To 
help  us  assist  you,  contact  your  local  Forest  Fire  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a 
permit  is  required  before  doing  ANY  outside  burning.  Fire  permits  are  mandatory  for  all 
outside  burning  unless  the  ground  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done  (and  surrounding  area)  is 
completely  covered  with  snow.  Violations  of  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws 
of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  fines  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a 
year  in  jail,  in  addition  to  the  cost  of  suppressing  the  fire. 

A  new  law  effective  January  1,  2003  prohibits  residential  trash  burning.  Contact  the  New 
Hampshire  Department  of  Environmental  Services  at  (800)  498-6868  or  vyww.des.state.nh.us 
for  more  information

We  are  scheduled  for  appraisal 
day  this  year  in  September,  perhaps. 

As  always,  we  welcome  newcomers,  and  visitors,  young  and  old,  to  our  monthly  meetings  (the 
second  Saturday  of  the  month).  We  welcome  input,  and  through  the  ongoing  genealogy  research  by  Bert 
Smith  and  Rita  Gross,  a  great  deal  of  information  turns  up,  and  is  now  forever  documented.  We  thank  them 
much. 

It's  a  new  year  with  new  goals  to  set,  please  join  us.

Ai  >ou  begin  planning  for  your  town  budget  for  the  next  year,  you  no  doubt  have  many  requests  for  support.  At 
the  same  time  I'm  sure  you  are  scrutinizing  each  item  to  be  sure  the  request  for  funding  is  credible  and  meets 
the  needs  of  residents  of  the  town. 

Support  from  the  towns  does  make  a  difference  in  the  lives  of  your  friends  and  neighbors  who  need  home  care 
and  hospice  services.  Town  funds  are  used  primarily  to  provide  care  for  adults  and  children  who  either  have  no 
insurance  or  who  have  inadequate  insurance.  Services  can  run  the  gamut  from  counseling  and  teaching  for  a 
young  woman  experiencing  a  high-risk  pregnancy;  to  home  monitoring  for  a  cliild  who  had  a  recent  heart 
transplant;  to  an  adult  needing  teaching  for  newly  diagnosed  diabetes;  to  the  91  year  old  gendeman  who  is  able 
to  stay  at  home  with  the  support  of  a  home  care  aide  and  a  homemaker  a  few  times  a  week;  and  finally,  to  the 
young  mother  dying  of  cancer  who  is  able  to  stay  at  home  surrounded  by  family  and  friends. 

In  addition  to  the  direct  patient  care  we  provide,  Lake  Sunapee  Region  \TSIA  provides  communit\-  services  like 
influenza  clinics,  health  fairs,  foot  care  clinics,  bereavement  support  groups,  immunizations  in  the  schools, 
assisted  living  at  home  services  and  much  more.  Our  home  telemedicine  program  allows  us  to  monitor  xatal 
signs  for  patients  each  and  every  day  and  intervene  whenever  necessary  and  to  fax  trending  reports  to  the 
patient's  physician. 

We  are  grateful  for  the  support  of  the  town  of  Croydon  and  for  your  interest  in  ensuring  a  healthy  communit>-. 
This  year,  Lake  Sunapee  Region  VNA  respectfully  requests  an  appropriation  for  2004  in  the  amount  of 
$1,895.00.  This  figure  is  based  on  a  per  capita  assessment  of  $2,625  per  person  on  a  total  population  of  722 
residents  according  to  New  Hampshire  Office  of  State  Planning  figures. 

You  will  receive  a  report  on  specific  ser\dces  utilized  by  the  residents  of  Croydon  early  in  the  new  year.  Lake 
Sunapee  Region  VNA  appreciates  the  opportunity  to  provide  home  health,  hospice  and  communit>'  senices.

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One  of  the  most  important  roles  of  the  Board  and  staff  of  Lake  Sunapee  Region 
Visiting  Nurse  Association  this  year  was  to  advocate  for  the  people  for  whom  we 
provide  core.  This  advocacy  took  many  forms,  We  communicated  regularly  with 
your  Representatives  and  Senators  in  Washington,  D.  C.  to  let  them  know  that 
the  reductions  in  Medicare  payments  were  adversely  affecting  access  to  care 
for  the  seniors  in  our  communities.  We  let  them  know  that  the  most  frail  elderly  in 
our  communities  should  not  hove  to  pay  a  co-payment  for  Medicare  home 
health  services  when  they  already  pay  hospital  and  physician  co-payments,  We 
let  them  know  that  seniors  should  not  have  to  choose  between  food  or 
prescription  drugs  or  health  care. 

At  the  state  level,  we  let  the  Governor  and  the  legislature  know  that  chronically 
ill  and  disabled  residents  in  New  Hampshire  should  not  be  forced  to  be  on  a 
waiting  list  to  receive  home  care.  If  we  are  to  keep  people  at  home  rather  than 
in  an  institution,  home  health  must  be  reimbursed  adequately. 

At  Lake  Sunapee  Region  VNA  we  examined  our  processes  and  staffing  monthly 
to  adapt  to  the  current  health  care  environment  and  still  provide  the  quality  of 
care  and  achieve  the  positive  patient  results  you  have  come  to  expect  of  us.  Six 
years  ago  average  reimbursement  for  a  Medicare  patient  was  $7900,  today  it  is 
$2400.  Actions  taken  included  reducing  management  staff  and  other  operating 
expenses,  and  finding  best  practices  to  achieve  increased  clinical  efficiency. 
Support  from  individuals,  businesses.  United  Way  and  from  the  towns  was  critical 
to  our  programs  this  year.  We  are  grateful  for  that  support. 

Our  state  of  the  art  technology  allowed  us  to  dispatch  our  nursing  resources 
when  needed  by  our  patients.  Doily  monitoring  gave  important  assessment 
information  to  the  professional  staff  enabling  us  to  reduce  unnecessary  trips  for 
emergent  care  and  hospitalization  by  60  per  cent,  keeping  patients  and  their 
families  together  at  home  where  they  want  to  be. 

We  continued  to  expand  our  pediatric  program  with  our  School  Nurse  Health 
Initiative.  The  goal  of  this  program  is  to  work  with  school  nurses  to  keep  children 
with  chronic  illnesses  in  school  and  learning,  to  educate  the  child  and  family 
about  the  illness  and  to  link  the  family  with  community  resources  that  will  help 
that  child  and  family  cope. 

Hospice  developed  a  palliative  care  program  this  year  for  patients  who  are  not 
yet  ready  or  appropriate  for  Hospice  core  but  who  can  benefit  from  the  strong 
team  approach  and  from  the  support  services  as  they  deal  with  a  life- 
threatening  illness. 

We  developed  a  package  of  services,  Assisted  Living  atlHome,  that  includes 
medication  management,  personal  core  support  morning  and  evening,  hair 
care,  home  massage  and  other  services  designed  for  the  patient  who  does  not 
need  skilled  care,  but  who  needs  supportive  care  in  order  to  remain 
independent  at  home. 

Our  commitment  to  community  service  projects  and  charity  core  on  behalf  of 
residents  in  your  town  included  home  visits,  screening  clinics,  immunization 
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clinics,  l-iealtln  fairs,  support  groups,  community  newsietters  and  otlier  activities 
designed  to  promote  wellness  and  prevent  disease.  For  details,  our  Community 
Benefits  report  is  available  in  our  office. 

This  year  64  residents  of  the  tov\/n  of  Croydon  utilized  many  of  the  services 
available  through  Lal<e  Sunapee  Region  VNA.  Our  home  core  programs 
provided  90  visits  and  our  hospice  program,  15  visits  to  adults  and  children  in 
Croydon.  Our  Long-Term  Care  program  provided  209  hours  of  care  and  2 
residents  were  monitored  through  our  telemedlclne  program. 

Again,  thanl<  you  for  your  support.  The  strength  of  our  community  lies  in  working 
together.

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Factoid  About  Meals-on-Wheels 

History 

The  Meals-on-Wheels  (MOW)  program  delivered  it's  first  meal  in  Philadelphia, 
PA  in  1954.  The  program  was  modeled  after  a  similar  program  that  was  started  in 
England  to  support  seniors  during  World  War  II.  In  1972,  the  federal  government  made 
the  program  a  permanent  program  through  the  implementation  of  the  Older  American's 
Act.  The  act  provide  a  basis  for  providing  meals  to  seniors  (60  years  or  older)  or  people 
with  qualifying  disabilities.  As  a  integral  part  of  the  act  the  framework,  for  funding  not 
only  involved  federal  support  but  also  monies  from  local  sources.  The  general  formula 
put  forth  by  the  grant  is  75  to  80%  garnered  from  federal  sources,  1 5  to  20%  to  be  raised 
from  local  support  (counties  &  municipalities)  with  the  balance  derived  through  private 
donations.  Obviously  these  are  general  guidelines  but  it  points  out  that  community 
participation  and  personal  commitment  are  key  elements. 

Sulliviin  County  Nutrition  Services  (SCNS)  started  it's  participation  in  the  MOW 
program  in  1973  and  operated  out  of  a  department  store's  basement  in  Newport.  The 
initial  program  served  25  meals  per  day  and  had  an  initial  operating  budget  of  $20,000. 
In  1980  the  program  established  meal  sites  in  Claremont  and  Charlestown  to  meet  an  ever 
growing  need  for  service.  30  years  later  we  are  serving  over  100,000  meals  per  year  with 
an  operating  budget  of  $650,000.  All  but  four  communities  in  Sullivan  County  receive 
meal  services  through  this  program  (Acworth,  Plainfield,  Cornish,  and  Langdon).  We 
have  not  received  any  requests  from  these  communities.  Should  there  be  a  request  we 
would  make  every  accommodation  to  service  the  request. 

Communitv  Support 

SCNS  requests  each  community  that  is  being  served  to  support  the  MOW 
program.  Our  request  reflects  the  number  of  meals  and  individuals  that  have  been  served 
in  your  community  during  the  past  year  and  the  historical  trend  that  has  been 
experienced.  If  your  community  is  not  served,  no  money  is  requested.  If  your 
community  has  few  meals  and  people  being  served  historically  then  it  is  conceivable  that 
your  requested  support  would  be  reduced.  Should  you  community  have  an  increase  in 
meals  served  a  modest  increase  is  often  requested.  The  bottom  line  is  that  we  simply  ask 
for  support  that  is  commensurate  with  the  degree  of  service  provided  and  seldom  is  equal 
to  the  total  cost  of  service.  Any  difference  is  raised  through  private  donations,  and  is 
consistent  with  the  funding  formula  that  was  put  forth  by  the  Older  American's  Act.

SulUvan  County  Nutrition  Services  is  a  part  of  the  Newport  Senior  Center,  a 
501(c)3  organization.  SCNS  operates  three  congregate  meal  sites  in  Newport,  Earl 
Bourdon  Center  (Claremont)  and  at  the  Town  Office  Complex  in  Charlestown.  We  have 
an  annual  independent  audit  performed  each  year  and  must  comply  with  all  aspects  of  the 
program  grant  guidelines.  Oversight  is  provide  by  the  State  of  NH,  Department  of  Elder 
and  Adult  services.  We  encourage  communities  to  visit  us  and  to  discuss  any  questions 
they  have  about  any  aspect  of  the  program.

"Many  hands  make  light  work"  and  this  day 
was  no  exception.  Volunteers  came  from  all  comers  of  town  and  with  the 
overwhelming  support,  we  finished  well  ahead  of  schedule. 

2003  brought  many  new  faces  and  opportunities.  Our  School  Administrative  Unit 
(SAU)  welcomed  a  new  Superintendent,  William  J.  Mealey;  Business 
Administrator,  Stephen  T.  Bartlett;  and  Spedal  Education  Director,  Lois  C. 
Knapton.  In  Croydon,  Mary  LaRock  joined  our  teaching  staff  in  the  role  of 
Kindergarten  teacher.  We  moved  into  2004  v^th  a  very  strong  and  talented 
team.   Amid  all  the  opportunities  and  successes  Croydon  suffered  severe 
revenue  cuts  forcing  us  to  reduce  our  teaching  staff  at  Croydon  Village  School. 
This  position  will  be  sorely  missed.    Our  staff  continued  with  teacher,  Lynn 
Touchette  in  her  7^  year,  and  teaching  assistant  Mary  Beth  Scanlon  in  her  9th 
year. 

Through  review  and  planning,  we  became  aware  that  there  would  be  special 
requirements  over  the  next  few  years  in  our  Kindergarten  through  Grade  3 
programs.  The  SAU  staff  offered  some  very  innovative  ideas  in  meeting  these 
needs.  Our  primary  area  of  focus  was  the  Kindergarten.  We  restructured 
classes  from  5  half  days  to  3  full  days.  The  longer  day  allowed  for  extended 
learning  time  and  better  prepares  our  kindergarten  for  the  transition  to  Grade  1. 
We  sought  a  teacher  with  credentials  which  would  meet  our  special  needs 
requirements.  Mary  LaRock  joined  our  staff  in  the  fall  of  2003.  Mary's 
credentials  allow  her  to  work  with  us  in  several  capacities.  One  such  capacity  is 
"Case  Manager"  for  students  requiring  educational  plans  .  Because  Mary  knows 
our  children  and  works  with  them  every  day,  this  promotes  a  very  strong  and 
consistent  assessment  of  their  needs.  It  also  benefits  the  town  as  this  would 
otherwise  be  a  contracted  service. 

We  look  fonward  to  the  coming  school  year  and  thank  you  for  your  support  in 
2003.

The  business  portion  of  the  meeting  was  taken  up  on  Saturday  March  15,  2003  at  1:00PM 
The  Moderator,  Willis  H.  Ballou,  Jr.  called  the  meeting  to  order.  Willis  H.  Ballou,  Jr. 
went  over  some  of  the  rules  of  the  meeting,  such  as  raising  your  hand  to  be  recognized  by 
the  moderator.  He  also  made  the  announcement  that  he  would  not  consider  a  motion  to 
reconsider  an  article  after  the  next  two  warrant  articles  were  completed.  Jules  Pellerin 
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then  made  a  motion  to  take  the  warrant  article  by  article  Motion  was  seconded  and 
passed. 

Art.  1  To  hear  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees  or  officers  chosen  and  pass 
any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Art.  2  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$320,800  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  kindergarten  in  the  Town  of  Croydon.  Further 
to  see  if  the  School  District  will  authorize  the  issuance  of  not  more  tlian  $80,200  of  bonds 
or  notes  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (RSA  Chapter 
33)  and  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes  and  to 
determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon;  the  balance  of  this  appropriation  to  be  funded  by 
state  kindergarten  construction  aid  and  such  other  grants  and  aid  as  may  be  available 
Amend  article  to  read;  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $320,800  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  kindergarten  in  the  Town  of  Croydon. 
Further  to  see  if  the  School  District  will  authorize  the  issuance  of  not  more  than  $80,200 
of  bonds  or  notes  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act  (RSA 
Chapter  33)  and  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes 
and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon;  and  the  balance  of  this  appropriation  to  be 
funded  by  the  state  kindergarten  construction  aid  and  such  other  grants  and  aid  as  may  be 
available.  Vote  to  be  by  written  ballot,  2/3  vote  required.  After  a  long  discussion  period, 
the  amended  article  was  brought  to  a  vote.  The  ballot  box  was  brought  out  and  people 
starting  filing  by  the  Supervisors  of  the  Checklist  to  get  checked  off  and  receive  their 
Yes/No  ballot.  Balloting  opened  at  2:06PM  and  lasted  thru  3:06  PM.  The  results  of  the 
balloting  was  Yes  71 ,  No  41 .  For  the  2/3  vote  to  pass,  it  would  have  needed  a  yes  vote  of 
75.  Article  failed  as  amended. 


Art.  3  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $953,687  for 
the  support  of  school,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  for  the  school  district  officials  and 
agents,  and  for  the  payment  for  the  statutory  obligations  of  the  district.  This  article  does 
not  include  appropriations  voted  in  other  warrant  articles.  Amended  article  to  read;  to  see 
if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $944,719.32  for  the  support  of 
schools,  for  the  payment  of  salaries  for  the  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the 
payment  for  the  statutory  obligations  of  the  district.  This  article  does  not  include 
appropriations  voted  in  other  warrant  articles.  Passed  as  amended. 

Art.  4  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  raise  and  appropriate  as  a  deficit 
appropriation  for  2002-2003  school  year,  the  sum  of  $80,000,  to  cover  unanticipated 
special  education  and  tuition  costs,  and  fiirther,  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $35,000 
fi-om  the  special  Education  Capital  Reserve  Fund  established  for  that  purpose,  with  the 
balance  of  the  appropriation  to  be  raised  by  taxation.      Passed  as  written. 

Before  article  4  had  been  brought  to  the  floor,  Kimberly  McKinney  was  recognized  by 
the  moderator.  She  wanted  to  let  him  know  that  before  the  Town  went  on  to  the  next 
article  after  article  4  that  she  wanted  to  bring  back  up  article  2  for  reconsideration.  Then 
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the  moderator  proceeded  to  article  4.  It  was  discussed  and  put  to  a  vote  and  passed  as 
written.  Kimberly  McKinney  tried  to  bring  up  article  2  for  reconsideration  but  was 
unsure  how  to  do  that.  The  moderator  told  her  if  she  had  a  "  no"  ballot  slip  in  her  pocket 
she  could  bring  it  back  up.  That  meant  she  was  on  the  losing  side  even  though  the  losing 
side  had  the  most  votes  in  their  favor.  After  several  people  disagreed  with  the  moderator, 
such  as  Roland  Taylor,  David  Shackett,  Brenda  McGuire,  and  Steve  Brock  the 
moderator,  Willis  H.  Ballou,  Jr.  decided  to  recess  the  meeting  until  March  29"^  at 
9:00AM  to  be  able  to  find  out  from  a  legal  opinion  who  should  be  bringing  back  the  vote 
to  reconsideration.    Meeting  was  recessed  until  March  29"^,  9:00AM  to  finish  acting  on 
the  Croydon  School  District  Meefing.    Adjourned  at  4:30  pm. 

The  remaining  articles  will  be  acted  upon  March  29"^ ,  9:00  AM. 

March  29,2003 
Moderator,  Willis  H.  Ballou  opened  the  recessed  School  District  meeting.  He  read  a 
statement  ft"om  the  Town  lawyers  regarding  who  should  bring  back  the  vote  for 
reconsideration  on  Art.  2.  Then  there  was  a  discussion  about  Robert  Rules  of  Order, 
stating  that  the  prevailing  side  should  be  then  side  to  bring  back  article  to  the  floor.  After 
discussion,  it  was  brought  to  a  motion  to  use  Robert  Rules  of  Order  for  the  rest  of  this 
meeting.  That  motion  was  seconded.  The  vote  was  defeated  52  yes,  80  no. 

Art.  2  was  brought  to  the  floor  with  a  motion  to  reconsider  the  article.  It  was  voted  on 
and  passed.  The  amended  motion  read:  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $280,000  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  kindergarten  in 
the  Town  of  Croydon.  Further  to  see  if  the  School  District  will  authorize  the  issuance  of 
not  more  than  $70,000  of  bonds  or  notes  in  accordance  will  the  previsions  of  the 
Municipal  Finance  Act  (RSA  Chapter  33  )  and  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  issue  and 
negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes  and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon:  the  balance  of 
this  appropriation  to  be  funded  by  state  kindergarten  construction  aid  and  such  other 
grants  and  aid  as  may  be  available. 2/3  vote  required  .  Vote  to  be  by  ballot.    Results  of 
amended  article;  157  votes  cast.  81  yes  and  76  no.  The  article  was  defeated  as  it  needed 
a  104  votes  to  be  2/3. 

Art.  5  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  determine  and  fix  the  salaries  of 
school  district  officers  as  follows:  school  board  members  $300.00  each;  school  district 
moderator  $50.00  per  meeting;  school  district  clerk  $35.00  per  meeting;  School  District 
treasurer  $35.00  per  meeting  and  school  district  treasurer  $435.00  per  year.  Amended  to 
read;  to  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  determine  and  fix  the  salaries  of  the  School 
District  as  follow:  School  Board  member  $500.00  each;  School  District  Moderator 
$50.00  per  meefing.  School  District  Clerk  $50.00  per  meeting;  School  District  Treasurer 
$435.00  per  year,  Supervisors  of  the  Checklist  $50.00  per  meeting  and  School  Secretary 
$100.00  per  year.  Passed  as  amended. 


Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  raise  and  appropriate  fi^om 
undesignated  fund  balance  (surplus)  as  of  June  30,  2003,  if  available,  an  amount  not  to 
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I  exceed  $1 5,000  to  be  placed  into  the  capital  reserve  fund  known  as  School  Capital 

Reserve  Fund-Special  Education  and  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $5,000  in  the  capital 
I  reserve  fund  known  as  Capital  Reserve  Fund-Transportation.  Passed  as  written. 

Art. 7.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  the  meeting.
